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ISSUE BEFORE THE BOARD: Vote on nominee for K-12 Administrator Advisor position.
BACKGROUND:

State Board policy provides that the board may elect to have board advisors, including a K-12
Administrator Advisor. Advisors serve a one-year term from July 1 through June 30. Advisors

may serve more than a single term and be re-elected for consecutive terms.

The Confederation of School Administrators (COSA) has nominated Mike Scott, Superintendent
of Hillsboro School District, to serve as the board’s K-12 Administrator advisor.
